EDITORIAL 


Inroads being made by foreign made fence materials 
into our market which are being readily accepted because 
of price and other factors is cutting down production for 
our own manufacturers. As these imports grow in volume 
there can be no doubt but that foreign manufacturers will 
be shipping us fence materials in all categories that 
will be priced far below anything we can produce in this 
country. 

If this trend continues, and it appears that it will, our 
fabricators and manufacturers must come up with new 
products to replace lost markets, reduce prices to com- 
pete with the imports, or otherwise “close shop” in this 
phase of production. If a crisis is to be reached in each 
instance, with attendant unemployment, before govern- 
mental action is taken, our manufacturers will be in for 
a hard time, in most fields. 

Paul R. Harder, one of F1’s west coast field reporters, 
writes as follows: 

With the southern California fence industry running at 
an estimated $200 million per year clip, it is surprising 
to find suppliers of domestic steel fence materials in this 
area complaining of depressed business conditions. Though 
residential fencing volume has nearly doubled each year 
for the past three years, a representative of one of the 
largest domestic fencing manufacturers states that his 
firm’s volume has actually decreased over this same period 
and is now only one-fifth the volume it should be on the 
west coast. 

Industry sources state that the increased consumption of 
cheaper foreign imports is responsible for the sales 
drop among domestic manufacturers. It is conservatively 
estimated that southern California firms will import and 
use 4,000 tons of nine and eleven gauge wire and ten 
million feet of pipe and tubing during 1959. Present mar- 
ket figures indicate that this material, laid down at the 
west coast manufacturer’s site, costs 35% to 45% less than 
similar domestic material. Though the bulk of the imports 
come from Japan, appreciable amounts of wire and tubing 
also come from France, Germany and Belgium. 

The problem of imports was, until recently, a relatively 
minor one. Cost margins became a significant factor only 
two years ago when foreign competition for dollar ac- 
counts in steel products drove import prices far below 
rising American prices. Several large domestic manufac- 
turers were among the first to take advantage of the price 
differential by importing the wire and having it woven 
and galvanized in this country. Shortly thereafter many 
smaller independent firms also began importing and sell- 
ing direct to fence contractors. There are now in the 
southern California area fabricators converting imported 
wire to chain link and having it galvanized. It is reported 
that fence weaving is being done for as low as 5/8¢ 
per foot and the galvanizing for as little as $2.35 per 
hundred weight. 

As a result, a majority of west coast contractors are 
now using imported materials wherever possible. 

“How can we afford not to use imported material?” 
states one of southern California’s leading fence contrac- 
tors. “This material is every bit as good as domestic 
material and costs 20% to 30% less.” 

Though a number of leading domestic manufacturers 
applied to the U. S. Tariff Commission requesting an in- 
vestigation of fence materials imports last year, west coast 
industry representatives do not anticipate any federal 
remedial action in the foreseeable future. 

Fence industry fabricators, suppliers and erectors, a num- 
ber of whom are buying direct from importers, are under- 
standably reluctant to loodine embroiled in the matter. 
Though sympathetic to the position of the domestic sup- 
pliers and manufacturers, they feel that the extensive use 
of domestic materials at domestic prices would have an 
immediate adverse effect on their steel fencing business.

generally. 

Since the die seems to be cast on most legislation, here's the way the closest 
observers line up chances for important bills: 

First, Congress is not going to raise the minimum wage, or extend its coverage 
to other groups. This may come in the next session, but not this year. 

Second, Congress is not going to pass any tax legislation that will make it 
possible for small businessmen to get a better tax break. This, too, may come in '60. 

Third, Congress almost certainly will pass the omnibus housing legislation which 
Swept through the Senate, was bottled up in the House Committee on Rules, but will 
be pried loose for House action. 

Fourth, Congress will appropriate just about what the President asked, overall, 
to run the Government in fiscal '60, beginning July 1. Defense will get more, but 
Congress is cutting small chunks out of most appropriations bills. However, a 
"balanced budget" isn't in the cards (it never has been, since the President sent 
his loaded budget to Capitol Hill in January). 

Actually, federal spending will top $80 billion in 1960. 

It will go up again, too, in 1961, according to the best estimates of close 
fiscal students here. While prices have been relatively stable for a year, the odds 
are great that they will be rising, subtly but surely, in the coming months. 

Fifth Congress will not authorize a full-scale investigation of banking and 
money and credit. Representative Wright Patman (D.-Texas) has insisted that such a 
probe is badly needed, but it doesn't seem that many of his colleagues agree with him. 

HERE are some pointers, based on Washington official action, you'll want to bear 
in mind the remainder of 1959: 


First, money will be harder to borrow from commercial banks, and it will cost 
more (in interest). 

Second, individuals are becoming increasingly optimistic about their own future. 
As a result, according to the Federal Reserve Board's survey of consumer buying 
intentions, people are more apt to buy now than they were six months ago, or a 
year ago. 

Third, competition will become increasingly fierce for the available consumer 
dollars—of which there will be lots available. Personal income has been going up 
every month since January, and is now at an all-time record high. Nevertheless, 
if a family decides to spend $600 on a vacation, instead of buying a fence, you are 
out of luck. The trick is to persuade the family to spend $300 on fencing and let 
them take a more restricted vacation, enjoying a part of it at home in a better- 
guarded back yard. 

Remember, all other businesses—that is, retailers—actually are in competition 
with you for that consumer dollar. 

Fourth, marginal labor—unskilled but able to build fences—will be more plenti- 
ful in the remaining part of this year. While employment will set new records, 
unemployment will hover around four million to five million for the remainder of 
‘59. Lots of men will be looking for work, no doubt about it. 

Fifth, the population trend to the suburbs will continue unbroken. A certain 


number of suburbanites want fences, and the number is apt to be greater this summer 
than it has been for some years. 


The Small Business Administration in March, latest month for which figures are 


available, received the second-highest total of applications from small businessmen 
seeking credit in its history, according to officials.

bankers as it is possible. This is understandable, since most of them once worked 
for banks, or were bank officials. 

Fencing companies either have not applied to SBA in great numbers, or have not been 
fortunate in getting the credit they are seeking from the agency. Only a few fence 
industry loans were —— during the first three months of '59. (See item Page 38) 


ing a study that started when the Supreme Court ruled that corporations must pay 
taxes to the various states on the in-state business which these corporations do in 
each state, came up with some general recommendations which it hopes the states 
will follow. 

Senator John J. Sparkman (D.-Ala.) acknowledged that there was nothing the con- 
mittee could do except to voice the hope that the various states levying taxes on 


the earning of out-of-state corporation will make their bookkeeping procedures more 
uniform. 


The one-day hearings developed the fact that a hodgepodge of regulations, in the 
various states, causes "profits" to be defined in various ways, and that the cost 
of finding out how to be legal runs as much as the taxes, in some instances. 

A Westinghouse tax executive told the committee that his company has to spend 
more than $170,000 a year just to maintain the necessary records to pay the 36 
states which levy such taxes on out-of-state corporations. 


If one standardized law were to be adopted voluntarily by the various states, 
defining terms and conditions the same (although the tax rate might be different), 
it would be of great help to out-of-state companies, the committee recommended. 


IF you think that government (any kind—state, local or national) or individuals 
are going to get out of debt any time soon, it might be well to get closer to 
reality by considering that by the end of this year, the grand total of public and 
private debt in the U. S. may well reach $800 billion. 

People are putting everything on the cuff from their supper bills to the cost of 
their new high schools. Buy now and pay later is as popular—among certain people— 
individually as it is in the various political units. 


Consumer credit now for home modernization, personal loans, and the like now is 
past $45 billion for the first time in history. State and local debt runs close to 
$55 billion. Uncle Sam is in hock right up to his legal limit of $286 billion. 
Private real estate debt is nearing $175 billion. Bank loans are up over $200 billion. 

It's a time for greater caution than ever if you extend credit, on a private 
basis. People are as honest as ever—maybe—but a lot of them are head-over-heels in 
"payments." Some are much too optimistic. 


INTERNAL Revenue Service here has outlined procedures to be followed by 
employees in in reporting expenses, including those charged directly to and paid by 
their employer through the credit card system, when the employee claims a deduction 
on his federal income tax return for business expenses in excess of his reimbursements. 

The IRS said federal income tax regulations for 1958 and subsequent years re- 
quire employees claiming an expense account deduction to report the amount of their 
expenses which are paid directly to their employer, as well as amounts received from 
the employer to cover expenses they pay themselves. 

For 1958 income tax returns, IRS said, employees claiming an expenses account 
deduction may submit a reasonable estimate of expenses incurred by them which 
were charged directly to their employer. IRS said this action is being taken because 
the regulations requiring reporting of such amounts were not issued until August, 1958. 

For 1959 and subsequent years, IRS said, employees should maintain a record of 
expenses which they charge to their employer through the credit card system, or 
otherwise. The actual amount of expenses incurred should be reported on the employee's 
return, even though the employer may later receive a discount on the amounts charged. 

The IRS emphasized that employers are not required by federal tax regulations 
to furnish employees a record of expenses charged to the employer. It is the responsi- 
bility of the employee who wishes to claim a deduction for his expenses to substan- 
tiate the amounts claims on his return, IRS emphasized. 


NONFARM housing starts in March increased more than seasonally, bringing the 
first-quarter total to to 295,000 units, exceeding the record established in 1955, 
the U. S. Bureau of Labor Statistics has reported here. 

The 120,000 units begun in March also represented a new high for that month. 

"New housing starts mean...increased demand for building materials," Secretary 
of Labor James P. Mitchell pointed out. "For many trades, from lumberman to plumbers, 
this is good news." 


It is good news, too, for the fence industry. (Continued on Page 28)

Palmer-Tuxedo Feed in Florida 

“This is the do-it-yourself era and people have more 
time on their hands, so it isn't hard to sell them on 
the idea of fencing,” said Paul C. Palmer, of the Palmer 
Tuxedo Fence and Feed Company of Orlando, Florida 
to Firs reporter.

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United States-Mexico Border Fence 


The people who attempt to enter the United States 
or Mexico illegally, do not “Bless That Fence” sep- 
arating the two countries at the border. For on top 
of the 10’ chain link fence are miles of concertinaed 
rolls of barbed wire on which they leave evidence of 
torn clothing, blankets, blood and skin, in their at- 
tempts to go over the structure. 

Shown here are two photos taken by an Ft reporter 
on the U.S. side of the border. Two and three quarter 
miles of chain link separating the border at Tia Juana, 
Baja California. Although there is a fence of some 
kind in various stages of repair along the entire U.S.- 
Mexico border it is only in thickly populated areas 
that these security fences are erected. 

The obvious purpose of the fence is to discourage 
illegal entry and it is an effective barrier. There are 
nevertheless daily attempts to go over it, under it or 
through it. Those going over scale the links barefoot, 
spread the barbed wire roll and lay a piece of rug 
or heavy canvas on the wire and over they go. Going 
under requires diligent rapid digging to avoid the 
vigilant eye of the Border Patrol who watch the fence 
by road and plane. Going through requires the pos- 
session of a heavy bolt cutter and some swift and un- 
observed snipping. Some manage to go over but we 
assume they develop a high respect for the structure 
and try it but once in a lifetime.

Fence Erectors Problems

“BUY AMERICAN” POLICY IS APPLICABLE 
TO FEDERAL AID FOR HIGHWAYS JULY 1 


State highway departments may restrict the use of 
foreign materials in Federal-aid highway work provid- 
ed the restrictions do not exceed those now applied 
to Federal construction, the Bureau of Public Roads, 
U. S. Department of Commerce, announced recently. 

Federal Highway Administrator B. D. Tallamy, in a 
circular memorandum to Public Roads field offices and 
State highway departments, set forth six conditions 
under which the use of materials of foreign origin 
could be restricted within the framework of the so- 
called Buy American Act and an Executive Order 
which implements it. 

The Buy American Act, enacted in 1933, gives pref- 
erence to domestic materials, subject to considerations 
of reasonableness of price and the public interest. oe 
The Executive Order, issued in December 1954, among = 
other things, provides a yardstick for determining the “ig . 
reasonableness of the price of domestic materials in A LESS age wads 
relation to that of foreign materials.

Tallamy’s memorandum prescribes a workable pro- 
cedure for overcoming some of the administrative 
difficulties involved in the application of the Buy Ameri- 
can requirements to construction contracts. The mem- 
orandum stipulates that restrictions on construction 
items of foreign origin in Federal-aid highway work 
must conform with these requirements: 

1. Bidders must be clearly informed of the restric- 
tions and the particular materials or articles subject 
to the restrictions; 

2. The restrictions may be imposed only upon a 
material or article that is set forth in the bid form 
as a bid item; 

3. The bidder must indicate in his bid whether he 
proposes to furnish a foreign article or material; 

4. The bid price for any such bid item of any 
bidder offering a material or article of foreign origin 
shall be required to include applicable duty and all 
costs incurred after arrival in the United States, includ- 
ing costs of delivery of the material or article to the 
place specified, but not including its incorporation in 
the project; 

5. For the purpose of comparing bids, the total bid 
price on the entire contract submitted by any bidder 
offering a material or article of foreign origin, shall 
be increased by an amount equal to six percent of 
the bid price for such material or article; 

6. The contract amount shall be based upon the 
bid as submitted, without regard to such differential. 

“Restrictions presently imposed by State highway 
departments should be carefully reviewed and, if nec- 
essary, revised to conform with the requirements here- 
of to avoid jeopardizing Federal participation in the 
projects involved,” Tallamy said. “Public Roads will 
not approve any plans, specifications or other contract 
documents or any contract award which is inconsistent 
with this memorandum.” 

The memorandum, which does not apply to State 
highway departments that do not impose or contem- 
plate imposing restrictions on foreign materials in Fed- 
eral-aid work, becomes effective July 1.

Where, when and how to press the prospect's 
“hot buttons” of self-interest in order to win 
acceptance of your product, service or viewpoint. 


Should a salesman present his strongest argument 
first—or save it for the close? When, if ever, should 
a prospect's fears be built into reasons for buying? 
Should a salesman ever admit a negative fact about 
his product? Does it really help—or hurt—to get the 
buyer “into the act”? 

Some startling answers to these and other questions 
about persuasion have emerged from the Psychology 
Department of Yale University, where a group of so- 
cial scientists, working under a grant from the Rocke- 
feller Foundation, recently scrutinized the effects of 
different tactics on buyer psychology. 

For the fence salesman, the results of the Yale ex- 
periments offer a gold mine of selling know-how. 
Reached under laboratory conditions, they are neither 
colored by personal opinion nor slanted by individual 
experience. They are tested, measured, proven. 


Can You Afford To Give 
Both Sides of Your Story? 


Many salesmen, committed to the power-of-positive- 
thinking approach, argue that bringing up negative 
points about their product in a presentation is the 
sure death of a sale. “Talk yes, get yes,” they contend. 

Here’s news from 
Yale: 

Experiments prove 
that with at least three 
types of customers, you 
will stand a better 
chance of closing a sale 
by deliberately bring- 
ing up the negative 
points about your offer, 
as well as the positive. 
Which types of pros- 
pect? 1) The educated 
one; 2) the prospect 
who disagrees with you 
at the very outset; 3) the prospect who is exposed to 
subsequent arguments against your product from com- 
petitive salesmen. 

On the other hand, exactly the opposite strategy 
will work for you when 1) the prospect is uneducated; 
or 2) agrees right off with your viewpoint; or 3) is not 
likely to be solicited by competitive salesmen. In their 
cases, the studies show, it’s best to stay strictly positive. 

In a nutshell: if you are selling in a highly com- 
petitive field, where the prospect is likely to be ap- 
proached by other salesmen competing for his busi- 


. Negative points make sales. 
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ness, you can largely neutralize their arguments by 
anticipating—and answering—them in advance. In ef- 
fect, you arm the prospect with reasons for ignoring 
or discounting the arguments he will hear against your 
product. Thus “innoculated,” he will tend to retain 
the positive conclusions you have planted in him; in 
fact, he is likely to take pleasure in resisting your 
competitors with reasons he has already accepted as 
convincing. The result: a sale. 


When To Admit Limitations 


Two groups of people were exposed to identical 
presentations on the rewards and drawbacks of a com- 
mon household product—with one small difference. The 
first group was informed of the rewards of owning 
the product, then told of the drawbacks. This order 
was reversed with the second group. Several weeks 
later, both groups of individuals were questioned. The 
first group had bought almost twice as much of the 
product as the second group. 

Psychologists call this the “primary effect.” That is, 
what a prospect hears first lingers with him longest. 
If you list the benefits of your product before the 
drawbacks, you create a “that’s-for-me” state of mind. 
Start with the drawbacks and you create a “no-thanks” 
attitude. 


Is It Safe To Let The Prospect 
Draw His Own Conclusions? 


The Yale group discovered that the answer to this 
question depends on two factors: 

1. Does your proposition involve the prospect per- 

sonally—or impersonally? 

2. Is your proposition a simple one—or complex? 

Thus, when the prospect is highly educated or in- 
timately familiar with the subject, it is unnecessary 
to spell out the conclusion for him. In fact, he is 
apt to be insulted by your presumption in “drawing 
diagrams.” A fence salesman, for example, need not 
map for a farmer the major advantages of galvanized 
fencing; he may very well have to itemize them for 
an elderly city couple. 

When the product is an “ego-involving” one (wrought 
iron railings, plywood fencing, residential gate hard- 
ware), the potential customer is strongly motivated 
to make up his own mind. When the product is an 
impersonal one, however (raw materials, machinery, 
chains, locks), the prospect tends to welcome con- 
clusion-drawing by the salesman.

Complexity is another factor. If the benefits of a 
product are obvious, emphasis on them by the sales- 
man makes little difference. On the other hand, if 
they are involved (hidden tax benefits, for example ) 
and the steps leading from the premises to the desired 
conclusion are not immediately obvious, the salesman 
should spell out in detail the benefits he is offering. 


Fear—Y our Friend or Foe? 


“Without a fence, you're easy prey for housebreak- 
ers. 

“You wouldn't want people to judge you by that 
rusty fence, would you?” 

“You're losing money by not carrying our line.” 

Much effective selling is based on a threat, hidden 
or obvious. But just how powerful a selling tool is the 
old-fashioned scare? What are its limitations? 

While much work remains to be done in this area, 
a good deal is already known about the efficiency of 
threat appeals in selling. 

The Yale group 
found, for example, 
that three things occur 
when a prospect is ex- 
posed to a threat ap- 
peal. He thinks, “This 
might happen to me.” 
He grows tense. And 
his tension is reduced 
as he listens to the 
salesman explain how 
to avert the threat. 
Most important, this re- 
duction of tension op- 
erates as a reinforce- 
ment of the salesman’s recommendations. 

However, there are three built-in pitfalls in the 
threat approach. 

* Each of us is equipped with a kind of unconscious 
blackout system. When we experience something too 
oppressive for comfort, we drop a curtain over it. There- 
fore, if the salesman creates too much anxiety, the 
prospect simply tunes him out—he stops taking serious- 
ly what he hears. 

* Sometimes, when the threat creates more anxiety 
than we can tolerate, we react with aggression toward 
the source of the threat. In selling, this can take the 
form of a prospect rejecting or refusing to believe 
the salesman’s statements. 

*If the threat is more than we can handle, we 
sometimes develop a psychological defense against it. 
Scare a prospect too much and he may unconsciously 
pull a blank when he later tries to recall what you 
said . . . or lose interest in the subject altogether . . . 
or deny to himself the importance of the threat. In 
any case, he remains unsold. 

In short, the threat is a powerful selling tool—un 
to a point. Past that point, it ceases to sell at all; 
it simply paralyzes. The word: moderation. 


Should Your Prospect “’Get Into The Act’’? 


Yale’s answer, corroborating the experience of most 
salesmen: an unqualified “Yes!” 

But what if the salesman is selling an intangible— 
or a product with long-range benefits? It’s obviously 
one thing te get a prospect to test-drive a car or 
hammer a piece of unbreakable glass or use a tool. 
How, — can you get the potential customer for 
an electric fence or barbed wire “into the act”? 


. Old fashioned scare to a point 
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There is a way—powerful, convincing, practically 
sure-fire. 

It’s called “verbal 
conformity.” Put sim- 
ply, the Yale scientists 
discovered that “saying 
is believing.” Get a 
prospect to repeat all 
—or a part—of your 
presentation in his own 
words and the simple 
act of saying will influ- 
ence his private con- 
victions. Several meth- 
ods for achieving this 
“verbal conformity” 
suggest themselves. A 
salesman might ask the prospect to explain the prod- 
uct to his wife, partner or colleague. He might suggest 
the prospect dictate a memo on the subject. He might 
even purposely grope for words, allowing the prospect 
to fill them in. The point is—get the prospect talking. 

There are three vital advantages to this technique: 
the prospect invariably puts the message in his own 
words, thus picturing more clearly in his own mind 
the benefit images you are trying to create. The words 
he chooses are those that have the most emotionally 
loaded meanings for him (something no salesman can 
ever know for sure). And by encouraging him to put 
it in his own terms, the salesman boosts the odds that 
at a later date some reinforcing situation will occur 
to remind the prospect of the presentation. 

For instance, suppose salesman Smith doesn’t know 
that prospect Brown would like to buy fencing be- 
cause he wants to protect his grandchildren from traf- 
fic when they visit. By permitting Brown to put the 
benefits of fencing into his own words, Smith may 
get Brown to say to Mrs. Brown, “This fencing would 
keep the children out of the street.” Having said that, 
days after Smith has departed, Brown will think of 
the fencing whenever he sees his grandchildren, talks 
to them on the telephone or discusses them with 
friends. They represent “reinforcing” situations. 

A word of caution: make very sure that the pros- 
pect understands your message before he puts it into 
his own words, for the Yale experiments indicate that 
if he bungles his “performance” he grows dissatisfied 
with himself—and transfers to the message his inade- 
quacy in explaining it. If his performance satisfies 
him, the message tends to satisfy—and persuade. 


Does Repetition Pay Off? 


Only up to acertain { ~ 
point. A message—any 
message—is remem- 
bered better if it’s 
heard twice instead of 
once, three times in- 
stead of twice, four 
times instead of three 
times. But, according 
to the results of inten- 
sive experiments, there 
is little improvement 
in the prospect’s reten- 
tion of your sales story 
after the fourth repeti- 
tion. 

Lesson: if you haven't sold after the fourth approach, 
lay off for a while. Then go back and start over.

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Special Provisions For Fencing 


CONSTRUCTION AND SPECIFIED MATERIALS 


Many persons in the business of fence erecting and sales are often not acquainted with 
the requirements of the public works engineers on construction or materials. This issue 
contains the verbatim specifications of the New York State Division of Construction. 


ITEM 106—FENCING 


a. Work. Under this item the 
Contractor shall furnish and erect 
fencing of the type hereinafter de- 
scribed where shown on the plans 
or ordered by the Engineer. 

b. Material. The posts shall be of 
seasoned white oak, cedar, locust, 
tamarack or chestnut. Posts shall 
be sound, clear and cut from live 
timber. The posts shall be round, 
at least six inches in diameter at 
the smaller end after the bark is 
removed. Posts shall be shaved to 
even surface free from bark or 
skin. 

Cable shall be two wire twisted 
double galvanized steel wire. In- 
dividual wires shall be not less than 
.08 inch diameter (No. 12 B & S. 
Ga.). The cable shall be fastened 
to the post with staples not less 
than one inch long. Each wire of 
the cable and staples shall have a 
continuous coating of pure zinc of 
a uniform thickness so applied that 
it will adhere firmly to the surface 
of the wire and it shall be capable 
of withstanding four immersions in 
a standard testing solution of cop- 
per sulphate without showing any 
trace of metallic copper on the 
steel. The first three immersions 
shall be for a period of one minute 
each and the fourth immersion for 
a period of one-half minute. 

c. Method. Posts shall be buried 
not less than three feet and shall 
extend three feet six inches above 
the ground. Posts shall be spaced 
not more than ten feet on centers. 
The upper cable shall be six inches 
below tops of posts and the lower 
cable shall be eighteen inches be- 
low the upper cable. The cable 
shall be pulled taut before fasten- 
ing to posts. At least one staple 
per cable shall be used at each 
post. The end posts shall be held 
in vertical position by an inclined 
strut in the plane of the fence and 
firmly spiked to the end posts. 

d. Measurement and Payment. 
The quantity of fencing to be paid 
for under this item will be the num- 
ber of linear feet completed in 
place. 


FENCE INDUSTRY 


The unit price bid shall include 
the cost of furnishing all labor, ma- 
terials and equipment necessary to 
complete the work. 


ITEM 106A—ALUMINUM CHAIN LINK FENCING 


a. Work. Under this item the 
Contractor shall furnish and erect 
aluminum chain link fencing of the 
type, size’ and in the locations 
shown on the plans or ordered by 
the Engineer. 

b. Materials. The materials shall 
conform to the requirements spe- 
cified by the Aluminum Associa- 
tion Standards unless otherwise 
noted on the plans. 

The fabric shall be Alloy 5052- 
H38 helically wound and interwov- 
en 0.148” diameter 2” chain link 
mesh with top and bottom selvages 
twisted and barbed. 

Fabric ties shall be Alloy 5052- 
H38 0.148” diameter or Alloy 30- 


03-H14 strips 1/2” wide by 0.06”° 


thick. Top and bottom tension 
wires may be Alloy 5052-H38, 
3/16” diameter and hog rings shall 
be Alloy 5-52-H38, 0.105” diameter. 
Stretcher bars shall be Alloy 6-63- 
T5, 1/4” by .1” square edge. 

Brace rods shall be Alloy 6061- 
T6, 3/8” diameter. Cast turnbuck- 
les shall be Alloy 356-T6 and 
wrought turnbuckles Alloy 6061- 
T6. Brace and stretcher bands shall 
be Alloy 3003-H14, 1/8” by 7/8”. 
Carriage bolts and nuts for bands 
shall be Alloy 2024-T4 with Alumi- 
lite 205 finish and bolts shall be 
non-removable from outside the 
fence. Brace ends and rail ends 
shall be Alloy 356-T6 castings. Ex- 
pansion sleeves may be Alloy 60- 
63-T6, 1 1/2” ASA schedule 40 
pipe or Alloy 6063-T832, 1/8” wall 
both with a 1.69” inside diameter 
and 6” long and of the outside, 
self-centering type, indented at the 
center to prevent creeping. 

Posts shall be Alloy 6063-T6, 2” 
ASA schedule 40 pipe for line posts 
and 2-1/2” ASA schedule 40 pipe 
for end, corner and pull posts, all 
with plain ends. Post tops for styles 
without barbed wire shall be Alloy 
356F castings. 

Top rails shall be Alloy 6063-T6, 


1-1/4” ASA schedule 40 pipe, 
plain ends, in about 20 foot lengths. 
Brace rails shall be the same ma- 
terial in lengths as specified. 

Approved equal of any material 
specified may be used. 

c. Method. All line posts shall 
be spaced equidistant in the fence 
line on a maximum of 10 ft. centers. 
Posts shall be plumb and the top 
of the posts properly aligned. 

Corner posts shall be located at 
corners and changes in direction 
as ordered by the Engineer. 

Pull posts shall be located at all 
abrupt changes in grade, as or- 
dered by the Engineer and at in- 
tervals no greater than 500 ft. On 
runs over 500 ft., pull posts shall 
be evenly spaced between the cor- 
ner and/or end posts. 

When the fence line is on a long 
curve the pull posts shall be even- 
ly spaced so that the strain of the 
fence will not bend the line posts. 

Line post holes shall be 36” 
deep with a minimum diameter of 
8”. Posts shall be set a full 32” 
into the hole and the hole shall be 
filled with concrete. Terminal, 
corner holes shall be 12” diameter 
at top by 40” deep. Posts shall 
be set a full 36” into the hole 
and the hole shall be filled with 
concrete conforming to the specifi- 
cations for Class 1 Concrete. The 
top exposed surface of the footing 
shall be sloped to shed water and 
provide a neat appearance when 
completed. 

All top rails shall pass through 
the base of the postcaps and shall 
form a continuous brace from end 
to end of each stretch of fence. 

Top rail lengths shall be joined 
with expansion sleeves. 

Top rail shall be securely fasten- 
ed to terminal posts by means of 
rail ends and brace bands. 

Horizontal braces shall be pro- 
vided at all terminal posts, corner 
posts and pull posts midway be- 
tween top rail and ground and 
shall extend from the above men- 
tioned posts to the first adjacent 
line post. Braces shall be securely 
fastened to the line posts by brace

ends and brace bands, and to the 
terminal posts by rail ends and 
brace bands. 

Diagonal brace rods shall be 
trussed from the brace end on the 
line post back to the terminal posts, 
corner post or pull post and fasten- 
ed to it by a brace band. 

Fence fabric shall be installed 
2” + above ground level and se- 
curely fastened to the line posts 
with post ties at a maximum of 
14” intervals and to the top rail 
with top rail ties at a maximum of 
24” intervals. The fabric shall be 
tightened to provide a smooth uni- 
form appearance. Stretcher bar 
bands shall be installed at a maxi- 
mum of 16” intervals. 

d. Measurement and Payment. 
The quantity of fencing to be paid 
for under this item will be the num- 
ber of linear feet completed in 
place. 

The unit price bid shall include 
the cost of furnishing, transporting, 
installing, erecting, excavation, fill- 
ing, clearing and grubbing, cement, 
concrete and all other labor, ma- 
terials and equipment necessary to 
properly complete the work. 
°°Note: The type of material for the fabric in 
this item has been varied from time to time in 


order to evaluate the various alloys. — Paul D. 
Smith, Prin. Civil Engineer. 


ITEM 106C—CATTLE WIRE FENCING 


a. Work. Under this item, the 
Contractor shall furnish and erect 
“Farm or Cattle Fence” where 
shown on the plans or ordered by 
the Engineer. ’ 

b. Materials and Methods. The 
fabric shall be zinc coated iron or 
steel wire fencing 47” wide and 
shall meet all the requirements of 
A.S.T.M. designation A116 design 
No. 1047-6-9 with Class 3 coating. 

Posts shall be either wood or 
metal as indicated on the plans. 
Metal posts and braces shall be 
standard full weight, high carbon 
steel shapes, as specified below or 
equal of equivalent strength. All 
materials shall be new and first 
class and shall not include any re- 
conditioned material. Metal posts 
and braces shall be thoroughly 
painted with rust resisting paint 
baked on. 

Posts and braces for fence shal] 
be of the type, size and shape in- 
dicated on the plans. Posts may 
be driven or set. 

Wood posts shall be seasoned 
white oak, cedar, black locust, 
tamarack gr chestnut, sound, clear 
and cut from live timber. Posts shall 
be shaved to an even surface, free 
of bark and skin. They shall be 
round and at least six inches in 
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diameter at the butt end. 

Post spacing on fence shall not 
exceed 10 foot on centers. Line 
posts shall be of sufficient length 
to allow them to be driven 30” 
into the ground. 

End posts, corner posts and in- 
termediate anchor posts shall be of 
sufficient length to allow for 36” 
embedment in concrete bases. 
Ground end of brace shall be em- 
bedded in concrete sufficient to 
support same. 

All end posts, intermediate anch- 
or posts and corner posts and 
braces shall be set plumb in con- 
crete bases of the depth and di- 
ameter indicated on the plans or 
as ordered by the Engineer. The 
concrete shall be a mixture of 1:2: 
4 Portland cement, sand and 
crushed stone, with the maximum 
size of stone not to exceed 1-1/2” 
and shall be cast rough in the 
gound and domed above grade to 
shed water. All concrete shall be 
satisfactory to the Engineer. 

Stretches of fence more than 500 
feet in length shall have one in- 
termediate anchor post braced in 
two directions for every 500 feet 
or fraction thereof. Anchor posts 
and braces shall be of the same 
size and weight as corner posts and 
braces shall be of the same size 
and weight as corner posts and 
shall be embedded in concrete in 
the same manner as end and corn- 
er posts. Corner posts shall be 
placed at every change of course 
as the Engineer directs. 

The fencing shall be fastened 
to all line, corner and end _ posts 
by approved means as indicated 
on the plans. 

Shop inspection will not be re- 
quired. The Contractor shall sub- 
mit drawings giving all details of 
the type of fence he proposes to 
furnish. Samples of fencing and 
other materials shall be sent to the 
Testing Laboratory of the State De- 
partment of Public Works for ap- 
proval before being used. 

c. Measurement and Payment. 
The quantity of fencing to be paid 
for under this item will be the 
number of linear feet of fencing 
completed in place as shown on 
the plans or as directed by the 
Engineer. The fence length pay- 
ment shall be the overall length 
of fence measured along the ground 
surface. 

The unit price bid per linear 
foot shall include the cost of furn- 
ishing, transporting, installing and 
erecting all fencing and all labor, 
materials, equipment, excavation, 
filling, clearing and grubbing, ce- 
ment, concrete and any other ma- 


terial necessary to complete the 
work. 


ITEM 106G—FENCE GATES 


a. Work. Under this item the 
Contractor shall furnish and erect 
metal fence gates of the type and 
size and at the locations shown on 
the plans or ordered by the Engi- 
neer. 


b. Materials. Gate frames shall be 
composed of tubing braced with 
rods, bars or angles and filled with 
wire mesh meeting the require- 
ments of the specifications for the 
type of fencing with which the 
gate is to be used, all as detailed 
on the plans. Gate posts shall like- 
wise be made of tubing and angle 
bracing as shown on the plans. 
All parts shall have a continuous 
coating of pure zinc meeting the 
requirements specified for the item 
of fencing with which the gate is 
to be used. Each gate shall be sup- 
plied with a lock and triplicate 
keys. Use of old or reconditioned 
materials will not be permitted. 


c. Measurement and Payment. 
The quantity to be paid for under 
this item will be the number of 
complete gates furnished and 
erected in accordance with the 
specifications, plans and orders of 
the Engineer. 

The unit price bid for each gate 
shall cover furnishing, and installa- 
tion of the gates, gate posts, locks, 
bracing and necessary anpurten- 
ances, excavation, back-filling, 
clearing and grubbing, cement and 
all labor and incidental expenses 
necessary to satisfactorily complete 
the work. 


ITEM 106L—CHAIN LINK FENCING 


a. Work. Under this item the 
Contractor shall furnish and erect 
Chain Link Fencing, with top rail 
to support the fence fabric where 
shown on the plans or ordered by 
the Engineer. The material re- 
quirements and construction details 
shall be as shown on the plans 
and specified herein or shown on 
the Standard Structure Sheet. 

Material and Method. The 
fence fabric of “Chain Link” pat- 
tern shall be helically woven in a 
2” mesh of No. 9 gauge wire, zinc 
coated by hot-dipped process af- 
ter weaving. The wire shall meet 
all the requirements of A.S.T.M. 
designation All7 of No. 9 gauge 
wire before coating. Top and bot- 
tom selvages of the fabric shall 
have a twisted and barbed finish, 
barbing to be done by cutting wire 
on a bias.

All posts, top rails and braces 
shall be standard full weight, high 
carbon or copper bearing steel 
shapes as specified or approved 
equal. Tubing shall have longitudi- 
nally welded seams. All materials 
shall be new and first class and 
shall not include reconditioned thin 
wall pipe, or re-rolled or open seam 
pipe. All materials shall be thor- 
oughly galvanized on the inside and 
wai surfaces. 

Posts, top rails and braces shall 
be of the type, size and shape in- 
dicated on the plans or approved 
equal. 

The fabric shall be securely fas- 
tened along the bottom and to all 
braces, top rails and intermediate 

osts by approved methods. The 
Fabric shall be secured to all termi- 
nal posts with stretcher bars fas- 
tened to posts by some method 
that will permit adjustment of the 
fabric tension and with all terminal 
adjustments completely housed. 

All fittings shall be galvanized 
malleable iron, wrought iron, 
pressed steel or aluminum or equal. 

All fabric, supporting wire, posts, 
braces and fittings except alumi- 
num fittings shall be zinc galvan- 
ized and shall withstand, without 
failure, 6 dips of one minute each 
in accordance with the Preece test. 

All posts shall be set plumb in 
concrete bases of the depth and 
diameter indicated on the plans or 
ordered by the Engineer. The con- 
crete shall be a mixture of 1:2:4 
Portland cement, sand and crushed 
stone with the maximum size of 
the stone not to exceed 1-1/2”. It 
shall be cast rough in the ground 
and domed above grade to shed 
water. All concrete shall be satis- 
factory to the Engineer. 

Truss brace with truss rod and 
turnbuckle attachment shall be in- 
stalled between each terminal post 
and adjoining line post. Stretches 
of fence more than 500 ft in 
length shall have one intermediate 
anchor post with braces in two di- 
rections for every 500 feet or frac- 
tion thereof. Truss braces shall be 
connected in the same manner as 
to the end on corner posts. Corner 
posts shall be placed at every 
change in course as the Engineer 
directs. 

Shop inspection will not be re- 
quired. The Contractor shall sub- 
mit drawings giving all details of 
the type of fence he proposes to 
furnish. Samples of fabric and oth- 
er materials shall be sent to the 
testing laboratory of the State De- 
partment of Public Works for ap- 
proval before being used. 
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Any damage done to grassed area 
shall be repaired or replaced by 
the Contractor at his own expense. 

c. Measurement and Payment. 
The quantity of fencing to be paid 
for under this item will be the num- 
ber of linear feet of fencing com- 
pleted in place as shown on the 
plans or as directed by the Engi- 
neer. The fence length payment 
shall be the overall length of fence 
measured along the ground sur- 
face. 

The unit price bid per linear 
feet shall ‘ached the cost of furn- 
ishing, transporting, installing and 
erecting all fencing and all labor, 
materials, equipment, excavation, 
filling, clearing and grubbing, ce- 
ment, concrete, and any other ma- 
terial necessary to complete the 
work. 


ITEM 106R RIGHT-OF-WAY FENCING 4 FT. HIGH 


Under this item the Contractor 
shall furnish and erect a woven 
wire fence where and as shown 
on the plans, Standard Structure 
Sheet, or ordered by the Engineer. 

Posts and braces shall be either 
high carbon steel shapes or pressure 
treated wood at the Contractor’s 
option. 

Steel posts and braces shall be 
standard full weight high carbon 
steel shapes, of the size and weight 
specified or of equivalent strength. 
They shall be thoroughly painted 
with rust resisting baked on paint 
and shall be new and first class 
material. No reconditioned materi- 
als shall be used. 

Wood posts and braces shall be 
southern yellow pine, native pine 
or any other suitable wood as may 
be approved. All wood posts and 
braces shall be pressure treated 
with creosote oil or pentachloro- 
phenol complying with the require- 
ments of “M-28 Wood Preservative- 
Creosote Oil” or “M-30 Wood 
Preservative-Oil-Borne” respective- 
ly and shall have a minimum reten- 
tion of six pounds per cubic foot. 
They shall be sound, free from loose 
knots or decay and with no through 
checks on tops or butts. Posts shall 
be machine peeled to a smooth 
uniform appearance and free from 
all inner bark. The preservative 
pressure treatment shall be by the 
empty cell process in accordance 
with Standards C-1 and C-5 of the 
American Wood Preservers Asso- 
ciation. 

All posts may be set either by 
driving or by placing in properly 
prepared post holes. They shall be 
set plumb and firm to the satis- 
faction of the Engineer. 


The woven wire fencing shall be 
fastened to all steel line posts with 
at least 5 galvanized wire fasteners 
or clamps and to all steel end, in- 
termediate anchor and corner posts 
with aluminum wire not less than 
5/32 inch diameter. 

The woven wire fencing shall be 
fastened to all wood posts with 
either 1-1/2 inch galvanized or 
aluminum staples. The top and 
bottom wires and every other in- 
between wire shall be stapled, al- 
ternating the stapling of the in- 
between wires on successive posts. 

Tests and Inspection. All mate- 
rial used shall be approved by the 
Engineer before being incorporat- 
ed in the work. Samples of the 
woven wire fencing shall be sub- 
mitted to the Laboratory as indi- 
cated in A.S.T.M. Designation A- 
116. Other metal items shall be 
inspected by the Engineer and 
checked for weight, size and con- 
dition. Should he deem it neces- 
sary samples shall be submitted to 
the Laboratory for such determi- 
nation as he shall indicate. 

All wood posts and braces shall 
be subject to inspection before and 
during treatment by an accredited 
representative of the Department. 
Whether a plant inspection is made 
or not each shipment of posts and 
braces shall be accompanied by a 
notarized certification by the 
treating plant, indicating the spe- 
cie of wood, size and quantity of 
posts and braces, manner of treat- 
ment, type and retention of pre- 
servative and shall certify that the 
finished posts conform to all the 
requirements of this specification. 
Posts and braces taken from de- 
liveries may be laboratory tested 
for compliance as deemed advisa- 
ble. The State reserves the right 
of reject any or all posts at the 
site of the work. 

Measurement and Payment. The 
quantity to be paid for under this 
item will be the number of linear 
feet of Right-of-Way Fencing, 
measured along the top of fencing 
and properly furnished and _ in- 
stalled in accordance with the re- 
quirements of the plans, specifica- 
tions, Standard Structure Sheet, 
and orders of the Engineer. 

The unit price bid per linear 
foot shall include the cost of furn- 
ishing all labor, materials, tools and 
equipment necessary to satisfactor- 
ily complete the work and shall 
include transportation, clearing 
and grubbing, excavation, fill, ce- 
ment, concrete, posts, hardware, 
fencing and all other necessary ma- 
terials or work.

Arkansas he figured was far enough away from the 
home base and offered beautiful lakes, mountains, min- 
eral baths, good home cooking, ideal lake fishing, hunt- 
ing, gambling, beautiful girls (to look at), hot politics, 
the integration question and the cracker-barrel type 
of conversation one gets there, just like the “good old 
days.” 

“In Arkansas,” our editor said before departing, “one 
still gets a feeling of pioneer America. The homespun 
feeling that brings back your boyhood days. The peo- 
ple are earthy, honest, appreciate your trade, don't 
take advantage of you as they do in the big cities 
and their conversation is direct and priceless. Be- 
sides, those baths at Hot Springs put year’s back into 
your life. So ill stay two weeks and forget the fence 
business completely.” 

Armed with a brief case, pads, pencils, rate cards, 
cameras, film, bulbs, copies of Fence Industry, sub- 
scription cards, promotion material and other Fi data, 
including his car “just to see the countryside”, our 
editor set about taking his vacation. “You are breaking 
every union rule in the country by doing this,” he 
was advised. “Good thing I don’t belong,” was his 
departing answer. 

In summation, his two week trip developed into four 
days of driving, four days of work and four days va- 
cation. He says it was three, as he spent one day 
watching the mechanics repair his car. This type of 
capitalist sets a bad example for the hired help. It 
seems that he likes his work. “I figured as much,” 
said his secretary, “so I left his desk piled with mail 
to the ceiling so that he could remain happy on his 
return.” 

The fence industry in Arkansas cannot be said to 
be flourishing as compared to other areas of the coun- 
try that are more densely populated. Arkansas lacks 
the heavy industry of other states, nevertheless, the 
fence erectors appear to be in good shape financially 
and do a steady volume of fence business. 

Competition is keen in the state due to the fact 
that many fence erecting firms have cropped up dur- 
ing the past two years. Painted shingles with high 
sounding firm names placed in front of a residence 
or corner of a yard with a shack for office space and 
no visible inventory was noted in some instances. This 
is no reflection by this editor concerning meager starts, 
more power to them. It is symbolic of pioneer Ameri- 
cans attempting to better their living standards. 
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“The Big Beef,” in Arkansas concerns price cutting 
and the “Big Worry,” reflects on whether the field 
will become too crowded in that state for established 
fence firms to stay in the business. Construction firms 
landscapers, lumber yards, hardware outlets and the 
do-it-yourselfers are making it more difficult for the 
fence specialists. 

In spite of these problems the fence erecting firms in 
Arkansas will survive as fence specialists and earn 
good profits. This is due to the abundance of available 
labor at wages the industry can afford to pay in that 
part of the country. 

Fences are put to good use in Arkansas and I noted 
chain link in places where one would least expect to 
find a fence. A strip of fence half way up a mountain 
to keep boulders from rolling down on_ houses. 
A corner on a roof with a bit of awning overlapping. 
Squared off sections filled with scrap materials. Cor- 
ner posts with high lamplights. The farm fences noted 
were straight and true with wire taut as can be. Those 
who use fencing in Arkansas are evidently : imbued 
with the cost factors and they take good cate of it. 

While vacationing in Arkansas, many of FI’s sub- 
scribers were visited and this article contains photos 
and comments from those sources. 

Arkansas Fittings Manufacturer 

The Permanent Casting Co., at 119 Hendricks St., 
Hot Springs, Arkansas, is owned by Fred M. Richard- 
son and this is his eighth year in the fence industry. 
His firm manufactures top rail sleeves, post caps, loop 
caps, rail ends, gate ends and other fence fittings, all 
made from virgin aluminum pigs or sheet aluminum. 

The casting plant occupies about 10,000 square feet 
of space with surrounding yards for storage and trucks. 
Mr. Richardson stated that he didn’t know just how 
he happened to get into this field. He started making 
permanent molds for other firms, realized the possi- 
bilities and decided to make them for himself. He is 
now operating on a six day work week, 24 hours daily, 
with three shifts turning out fence fittings. 

The Permanent Casting firm is using 10,000 pounds 
of sheet aluminum and in excess of 35,000 pounds 
of aluminum pigs monthly in the production of fence 
fittings. This goes on during nine months of the year 
according to Fred Richardson and drops off 50% dur- 
ing the remaining three months. 

There has been no let-up in business for Permanent 
Casting Co., and their present volume is in excess of 
$300,000, a 100% increase over the previous year. The 
Sears Roebuck stores, the firm’s largest user keeps 
Permanent’s phones busy daily with calls coming in 
from every segment of the country. Mr. Richardson 
asked Fis editor to extend apologies to the great many

firms who sent in inquiries concerning his castings thru 
advertising in F1. He just hasn't had a moment to 
respond nor can he fill additional orders at this time. 

Fred is an ardent racing fan, owned a substantial 
string of race horses which he stabled in his own barns 
at Hot Springs. His castings business has kept him so 
occupied that he found it necessary to dispense with 
the race horses. He still maintains his stables which 
are rented to other horsemen during the racing season

Stephen McAuley, office manager for Permanent 
Castings, a former Chicagoan, takes over when Rich- 
ardson isn’t around. He likes living in Hot Springs, 
doesn't miss the big city at all and recommends a 
small town as the place to live for any overworked 
high-tensioned city dweller. Continued Next Page

John Plumlee one of the partners in the Pyron- 
Plumlee Construction Co., at 330 Winona St., has been 
in the fence erecting business for the past eight years, 
the firm is twelve years old. They have modern spa- 
cious office quarters, a large yard and storage space 
for trucks, equipment and fence materials. The front 
of their building is nicely landscaped. 

Pyron-Plumlee deal mostly in chain-link, the Gibral- 
tar line, they also handle some wood, redwood and 
penta-treated rustic, more as an accommodation, be- 
cause the terrain and rock encountered in the area 
is not too well suited to wood. Mr. Plumlee stated 
that many farmers are using chain link with treated 
posts on the farms in place of steel in order to save 
money.

The fence business has been continuously growing 
according to Plumlee and it is on a par with most 
construction as a profit item. His firm retains a fence 
crew the year ‘round. The firm employs fifty people 
and has developed a method of moving workers up 
to better paying jobs as they develop their skills. 

Erecting fences is one of the major services of the 
firm. Bidding jobs in the Hot Springs area is difficult 
because of the rock formations. “Rock formations are 
more varied here than in any other part of the coun- 
try, and it costs more per foot to erect,” said Mr. 
Plumlee. “You take your chances when bidding on a 
job and hope you won't have to dynamite or use 
heavy drills for every post hole. I believe erection 
costs are double here as compared to any other part 
of the country, due to this condition,” he added.

John Plumlee believes in being loyal to his sup- 
pliers. He said that low bait prices are not a factor 
for a legitimate business, especially when these bait 
prices are not lasting and apply to initial orders. Us- 
ually the products he purchased at these low prices 
were found to be not sufficiently galvanized, or had 
other faults. “One should stay loyal to his suppliers 
if they furnish good products and are fair in business 
dealings, although competition is a good thing for the 
industry and is forcing out bad products,” he added. 

The Pyron-Plumlee Construction Company uses the 
Tennessee Fabricating and the Colonel Logan lines of 
ornamental iron railings and columns on jobs. “An old 
home takes on new life with ornamental iron,” accord- 
ing to John Plumlee. He is also watching with some 
interest the gains being made by the aluminum chain 
link products erectors and would like to know more 
about this phase of the industry. 

Dierks Forests, Inc., one of the largest producers 
of Southern Pine in the United States has its principal 
office in Hot Springs. Dierks produces pressure treated 
and penta treated fences and posts for the market. 

Some facts about the productive capabilities of 
Dierks Forests, Inc., may be gleaned from the follow- 
ing: Dierks produces over twelve million feet of lum- 
ber each month from their own forests. These forests 
total one million seven hundred and fifty thousand 
acres and are supervised by 38 full time foresters. 

Your editor's next stop was in the highly publicized 
city of Little Rock, Arkansas. Just off the new high 
speed highway at 5410 New Benton Highway, the 
Allied Chain Link Fence Co., has an attractive branch 
office and neat sizeable yards for storage and trucks. 
Warren Dillon, the manager at Little Rock was out 
on business but his delightful and attractive secretary 
Mary Hines, obligingly posed for our photographer. 

The main office of Allied Fence is in Waco, Texas. 
In Little Rock the demand is mostly for 11 gauge 4’ 
chain link for residential and yards with a scattering 
of industrial jobs using the 6’ commercial fabrics. “Com- 
petition in Little Rock is very keen,” says Miss Hines. 


Billy R. Briggs, president of the United Fence Co., 
at 3023 E. Washington, North Little Rock and also at 
Fort Smith, Arkansas, says that business is good, in 
fact better than it was during 1958. The firm is mainly 
in chain link and carries “Panel Vent” picket, redwood 
and Michigan white cedar. United has been in the 
fence business since 1953.

Index Of Average Highway Bid Prices 
Takes Downward Trend During Quarter 
Highway Bid Prices Down 

The index of average bid prices for Federal-aid high- 
way construction in the first quarter of 1959 decreased 
0.6 percent from the preceding quarter, according to 
Federal Highway Administrator Bertram D. Tallamy. 
The figures, compiled by the Bureau of Public Roads, 
U. S. Department of Commerce are based on Federal- 
aid highway construction contracts awarded by State 
highway departments and reported to the Bureau. 

The very small fluctuations during the past several 
quarters indicate a current trend of stabilization in 
highway construction costs. The index had dropped 
2.0 percent from the last quarter of 1957 to the first 
quarter of 1958, rose 0.8 percent in the second quarter 
of 1958, dropped 1.7 percent during the third quarter, 
and again rose 1.7 percent during the fourth quarter. 
The currently reported decrease of 0.6 percent places 
the index slightly above the level of a year ago.

Residential fencing supplies most of the business in 
his area says Mr. Briggs with occasional commercial 
sales. Very little wood is sold here because you can’t 
work the land contours plus the cost factor which ac- 
cording to Mr. Briggs is three times higher than erect- 
ing chain-link. 

Competition is very keen in the area and price cut- 
ting is bringing the quality of materials and workman- 
ship down to low levels with some people, according 
to Briggs. He also observed that more people were 
coming into the field and if this continued, fence 
firms who specialize would have to give thought to 
adding other lines. 

Our editor stopped at numerous other fence estab- 
lishments but failed to find the principals available. 
Little Rock which has about 110,000 population lists 
fifteen fence firms in the local phone directory. 

Integration? The editor's trip took him into the moun- 
tains, dirt roads, farm houses and small shack bean- 
eries, beer joints and the best hotels. There wasn't 
a word of discussion on the subject. The people of 
Arkansas may be storing up steam for a big let-off 
or they are going to ignore the whole damn thing. 

One thing's for sure, Arkansas is a nice place to visit 
and the people are most friendly. ri’s editor will be 
back for interviews with those other fine fence people 
he didn’t manage to see on this trip.

THE Federal Housing Administration—which has enabled private bankers to lend 
some “$30 billion in its history—will observe its 25th anniversary in June. 

Title 1 contractors will be represented in a committee that is sponsoring a 
national "salute" to FHA under the auspices of the National Home Builders’ Association. 

FHA has insured about 22 million loans for modernization and repair purposes in 
the past 25 years. It has insured more than $11 billion in such modernization and 
repair loans, with all but a billion repaid—and most of these loans are current. 

FHA was established June 27, 1934, and as a self-supporting operation, has 
excercised a great influence on the home building and residential modernization and 
repair markets of the nation. It has been racked with scandal a time or two, but most 
businessmen feel that it has served its purpose well. Before it was inaugurated, 
the business community seemed to agree with the U. S. Chamber of Commerce that it 


was a "Soecialistic" device.

7 only five years ago as a one 
man operation in the wood 
fence field, Frontier Fence Compa- 
ny of Roslyn, Long Island, New 
York, today in season, employs 
more than fifty people, operates its 
own fleet of five trucks and has 
expanded into chain-link, picnic 
furniture and a brand new line of 
modern designed concrete fence. 

Now a rapidly growing corpo- 
rate structure, Frontier attributes 
its rapid strides in the fence indus- 
try to the resourcefulness of its 
president and founder, Ned P. 
Romano. 

In 1954, twenty-seven year old 
Ned Romano sought a_ business 
where he could best express his 
talents and gain economic security 
for his young and still growing 
family. Visualizing the growth of 
Long Island and the opportunities 
it offered, he also realized that his 
desire to become a successful gen- 
eral contractor required ample cap- 
ital and connections, which he 
lacked. 

Noting the rapid expansion of 
home building on Long Island, Mr. 
Romano decided that there was 
room and a fine opportunity for a 
“really” progressive fence company 
and he decided to fill this void. So, 
Frontier Fence was established in 
Roslyn, Long Island in 1954.

Beginning as a one-man opera- 
tion, young Romano worked cease- 
lessly as laborer, installer, trucker, 
salesman and office record keeper. 
His concern was housed in the 
basement of a store with no front 
entrance. The factory was equipped 
with one machine and one work- 
man: Romano. Having no funds for 
advertising, he was the one man 
salesforce. When his canvassing re- 
sulted in a sale, he would run back 
to his shop, fabricate the fence, de- 
liver and install it, along with act- 
ing as bookkeeper, administrator 
and researcher. 

Learning the wood fence busi- 
ness the hard way in his first year 
of operations Ned Romano attrib- 
utes the survival of the business 
to “sheer luck.” “How I survived 
that first year, I'll never know. The

Queried about the reasons for 
his company’s success, Ned Romano 
gave several as fundamental: 

1. We sell a quality product at a 
reasonable price and guarantee 
satisfaction. Frontier has re- 
paired fences it installed five 
years ago at no charge. 

. Aggressive progressiveness! 
Frontier never stands still. Every 
year we pioneer new designs, 
new construction ideas. For in- 
stance we were the first compa- 
ny on Long Island to manufac- 
ture its own louver fence; a

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FRONTIER FENCE—Cont’d from Page 30 
selves. Frontier originated its

“The best product in the whole 
world won't sell unless people 
know about it. Advertising is only 
part of the answer. A more inclu- 
sive term is promotion. We sub- 
scribe wholeheartedly to legitimate 
and tasteful promotion. Consider 
only a few of Frontier's recent pro- 
motions as proof: Planning to dis- 
play our wares at the Mineola 
County Fair, we ran a beauty con- 
test to find a “Miss Frontier Fence’ 
to act as our hostess at the Fair. 
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Governor Harriman is welcomed to the Frontier Fence 
display at the Mineola Fair by former Miss New York

Several thousand 
real “Freddie Frontiers” are draw- 
ing six guns on the bad guys in 
nearly every play yard in the 
Long Island market. 

Any observer will have to agree 
that Ned Romano and his compa- 
ny are dynamic. He also spark- 
plugged the formation of a Long 
Island Fence Association and 
served as its charter president. The 
ink was hardly dry on the pages of 
Life Magazine (in its recent series 
on American homes) advocating 
the use of concrete fences and 
grilles when Frontier was adver-

U.S. Firms Paying High Wages 


Foreign steel producers, paying rela- 
tively low wages compared with those 
in the United States, are claiming an 
increasing share of this country’s market 
for many steel products, American Iron 
and Steel Institute reported recently. 

The latest available data from six for- 
eign nations—each a major source of steel 
imports to this country last year—show 
steelworkers’ ieee average hourly 
earnings as follows:

occupies two fair-sized buildings devot- 
ed to the fence business on Schoenherr 
Road, one half-mile from the Detroit 
city line in Warren. 

“We have been brought to face the 
fact that wide discrepancies in mate- 
rials and workmanship have hurt the 
industry. Our association members will 
be performing a valuable public service 
by adopting a simple approach to the 
subject of maintaining uniformity and 
high standards in their products and 
services. This will tend to alleviate the 
present day confusion in our market 
and should be helpful to the entire in- 
dustry,” said Mr. Bergeron. 

Association members have pledged 
themselves to go all-out in the public 
interest, to determine what the customer 
wants, how best to produce it and to 
give the best values obtainable any- 
where.
